Declining in U. S. 


The population of continental United 
States on January' I of tins year was 114.- 
311,000. according to estimates prepared 
by the national bureau of economic re­ 
search. The survey reveals that the rate 
of increase is declining, the last year's 
gain, I.GJT .OOO, tieing only 1.44 per cent 
as compared with 1.996 000 or USO per 
cent increase for 19*23, A growth of 1.42 
per cent and 1.60 per cent w*as recorded 
for 1922 and 1921. respectively. 
De­ 
creases iu the birth and death rate and 
in the number of immigrants were noted, 
immigration accounting for only oue- 
fifth of the population inen'ase in 1924. 
It was also found that more persons are 
working for some one else than ever l»e- 
fore. Only 9.657 OOO were in business for 
themselves last year. 
Employes in­ 
creased from 29 959.000 in 1920 to 33.566- 
000. It is estimated that the population 
of the country will be 148.700.000 by 1950
